Thos^ Who have atteiiided these cour- 
ses In the past speak in highest terms 
of the instruotlon gived; in fact many 
have retuhied several times to further 
enlarge onvtbelr Itnowledge under the 
Instruction of .Macdonajd's well-qua- 
llflcd professors and lecturers.
